looney now?" is the next play that is coming to Greenfield Community College 
Theatre on April 26, 27, 28, and May 3, and 4. This is "The Physicists," 

by the outstanding Swiss playwright Friedrich Duerrenmatt whose previous play 
"The Visit," had electrified many American theatre-goers with its pitiless por- 
trait of the corruptibility of well-intentioned people. 


"The Physicists" is a "black" comedy -- meaning a sardonic and bitter comedy 
about three atomic scientists in a mental institution that is run by an aristo- 
cratic, hunch-backed, spinster psychiatrist. The play's plot is concerned with 
the question of who among them, the kept and the keeper, may really be a 
mental case -- and why the three scientists, if they are sane, have had them- 
selves locked up in the sanitarium. 


The most brilliant of the physicists, it turns out, is feigning insanity, and 
has had himself committed to the asylum, at tragic cost to his wife and family. 
One of the play's most poignant scenes is one in which his wife, who has 
finally divorced him, comes to bid him a tearful farewell before going off 
with their children forever with a new husband to missionary work on an island 
in the Indian Ocean.
